The  object  of  the  Inventor  was  to  obviate  the  use  of  an  understrap  or  o' 
any  other  confinement  of  the  body.  This  he  attained  by  means  of  an  adjusting 
ball  and  socket  pad  (which  allowed  the  truss  to  be  used  for  either  side)  and  by 
applying  the  spring  (contrary  to  the  common  construction  of  trusses)  to  the 
opposite  side  to  that  on  which  the  rupture  is  situated ;  that  is  to  say  that,  if 
the  hernia  be  on  the  left  groin,  the  spring  is  placed  on  the  right  hip,  the  front 
adjusting  ball  and  socket  pad  or  cushion  brought  across  the  centre  of  the  body 
and  placed  with  its  lower  edge  coming  down  to  the  pubes,  which  bone  is  situated 
just  under  the  aperture  from  which  the  rupture  generally  protrudes ;  the  back 
cushion  is  then  placed  exactly  on  the  centre  of  the  back.  If  the  Hernia  be  in 
the  right  groin,  then  the  same  truss  will  be  placed  on  the  left  hip  and  continued 
across  the  body  to  the  seat  of  the  Hernia.

At  the  time  at  which  these  trusses  were  introduced,  those  in  use  were  very 
defective  or  uncomfortable,  owing  either  to  the  too  great  rigidity,  or  too  free 
action  of  the  front  pad.  The  invention  consisted  in  the  insertion,  of  a  spiral 
spring  in  this  pad  which  acts  under,  or  in  conjunction  with,  the  main  or  body 
spring  of  the  truss  ;  a  yielding  and  uniform  pressure  is  obtained,  accommodating 
\tself  to  the  various  movements  of  the  body,  and  maintaining  at  the  same  time 
a  constant  support  unon  the  part  affected.  The  pressure  being  evenly  distributed 
over  the  surface  of  the  front  pad,  the  adArantages  of  the  movable  cushion  are 
retained  without  its  attendant  insecurity.

The  measure  should  he  given  in  inches.  Take  the  circumference  round 
the  body  one  inch  below  the  hips,  making  the  measure  to  meet  moderately 
tight.  State  whether  the  rupture  can  be  returned  upon  lying  down,  or  whether 
it  is  on  bo'h  soles;  or  if  on  ono  «ido  only  say  which,  also  say  whether  the 
rupture  protrudes  just  above  the  groin,  or  below  the  groin,  or,  in  the  male 
subject,  if  it  descends  into  the  scrotum  (or  purse).  When  the  pelvis  is  very 
angular,  as  in  subjects  of  advanced  acre,  a  model  should  be  taken  with  a  very- 
pliant  band  of  metal.  For  this  purpose  can  be  used  a  small  composition  gas 
pipe  (flattened  by  hammering)  cut  into  two  pieces,  each  of  about  the  length  of 
eighteen  or  twenty  inches,  and  connected  with  about  one  and  a  half  inch  of 
India-rubber  tubnig.  This  elastic  hinge  is  carefully  adjusted  to  the  centre  of 
the  back,  and  the  bands  are  then  gradually  moulded  round  the  body  They 
are  then  carefully  disengaged  without  altering  the  curves,  which  the  india- 
rubber  hinge  facilitates,  laid  in  a  sheet  of  paper,  and  the  outline  marked  with 
a  pencil.  The  proper  measure  should  be  taken  with  a  tape,  and  sent  with 
diagram,  the  latter  being  only  intended  to  mark  any  irregularities  or  angularities

ABDOMINAL  BELTS  FOR  LADIES.— In  cases  of  Corpulency  the 
assistance  of  the  Abdominal  belt  will  be  found  invaluable  in  the  advanced 
stage.  Obesity  is  checked  by  judicious  support,  muscular  contraction  being  a 
necessary  result,  and,  when  followed  up  by  medical  supervision,  a  restoration  to 
the  pristine  form  is  not  too  much  to  expect. 

One  danger  to  which  all  -corpulent  people  are  exposed  only  requires 
pointing  out  to  be  admitted,  viz.,  Rupture.  The  gradual  distension  of  the 
abdominal  rings  causes  them  to  become  more  or  les3  attenuated,  and,  on  the 
occurrence  of  a  fall,  or,  rather  more  commonly,  a  cough,  rupture  is  the  frequent 
consequence-  The  belt,  in  such  cases,  furnishes,  as  it  were,  a  second  set  of 
abdominal  rings,  the  external  pressure  counteracting  that  exerted  internally, 
and,  as  Dr.  Paterson  says  in  his  work  on  the  subject,  “  I  am  satisfied  if  a 
properly  fitting  belt  were  worn,  supporting  the  viscera  in  an  upward  direction 
instead  of  forcing  it  down — as  ill-constructed  belts  usuallij  do — such  cases  would 
be  of  comparatively  rare  occurrence.”  Many  mechanical  palliatives  have  bees 
suggested  for  the  relief  of  a  burdensome  state  of  corpulency,  the  principal 
taking  the  form  of  abdominal  supporting  belts.  4 

Various  patterns  of  abdominal  belts  are  kept  in  stock  or  made  to  measure 
-‘w  shapes  suitable  to  the  varying  conformation  of  patients.  These  belts  afford 
comfortable  and  constant  support  to  the  abdominal  regions,  relieve  the  muscles 
of  bnormal  strain,  allow  them  to  regain  their  lost  tone,  elasticity,  and  strength 
anc  '•"acilitate  their  resumption  of  their  normal  position.  Many  cases  of  corpulency 
hav«  been  thoroughly  cured,  after  a  very  short  time,  by  the  continuous  UBe  of 
sue]  an  abdominal  support — which  enables  the  wearers  to  take  more  exercise 
wb  less  discomfort  to  themselves  and  with  less  danger  of  accidental  rupture.

In  Erickson’s  “Science  and  Art  of  Surgery,” 
the  Author  says  Umbilical  Hernia  in  children  is  sometimes  congenital — the 
treatment  should  consist  in  keeping  the  tumour  reduced  by  the  application  of 
an  india-rubber  Belt,  with  an  air-pad  that  presses  firmly  on  the  aperture.  The 
cheap  ready-made  contrivances,  such  as  are  kept  at  every  village  chemist’s 
should  on  no  account  he  used,  as  they  are  adapted  to  defeat  the  object  in  view, 
viz  :  permanent  cure.  They  are  extremely  difficult  to  keep  in  situ ,  and  occa¬ 
sion  the  child  much  uneasiness,  having  a  pointed  pad  to  keep  the  place  open 
which.it  is  desired  to  heal.  Equally  ineffective  is  the  lint,  or  sponge  pad,  or 
strapping,  sometimes  applied,  save  as  a  temporary  contrivance  until  a  proper 
one  can  be  obtained.  Measure  required  :  the  circumference  of  body  over  navel,

It  is  not  nearly  so  efficacious  when  mixed  with  either  warm 
or  cold  water.  The  very  fact  that  pure  glycerine  is  slightly  irritating  is  in 
favor  of  using  it  pure,  because  it  is  on  account  of  its  stimulating  the  nerves  of 
the  rectum  that  it  acts.  In  the  various  Children’s  Hospitals  in  London  the 
pure  glycerine  is  used,  half  a  drachm  being  the  minimum  dose  for  children 
from  infancy  up  to  12  years  of  age.  If  the  constipation  is  obstinate,  one 
drachm  is  often  given.  For  Adults,  H  to  2  drachms  (a  drachm  is  equivalent 
to  a  teaspoonful).  All  glycerine  injections  are  most  efficacious  immediately 
after  breakfast. 

FOR  PILES, 

Two  drachms  glycerine  injected  immediately  after  breakfast  is  the  best 
remedy.  The  glycerine  has  a  decided  local  effect  upon  the  distended  mucus 
membrane  such  as  is  met  with  in  piles,  causing  contraction  of  the  swollen 
hemorrhoidal  veins.  When  the  piles  are  bleeding ,  use 

Tincture  of  Hamamelis,  3  drachms, 

Glycerine,  1  drachm, 

Water  to  4  ozs.  Make  a  lotion. 

Two  drachms  to  be  injected  into  the  bowel  after  each  evacuation.  _  To 
thoroughly  cure  Piles,  two  drachms  of  pure  glycerine  should  be  injected  into 
the  rectum  every  morning  after  breakfast,  to  be  followed  by  the  injection  of 
one  drachm  of  the  lotion  mentioned.

Before  using  either  of  the  skin  descriptions  it  is  necessary  that 
the  “  Letter  ”  should  be  thoroughly  moistened  both  inside  and  out  by 
immersion  in  warm  water.  It  is  then  turned  inside  out,  nearly  to  it® 
whole  length,  like  you  would  a  sock,  leaving  about  two  inches  at  the 
closed  end.

The  author  of  “  Elements  of  Social  Science  ”  says  on  page  350  (after  speaking 
of  several  other  preventives) :  “  By  far  the  best  of  these  mechanical  means  I 
should  take  to  be  the  sponge.”

Thus  the  Indian  hunters, 
when  faint  and  wearied  after  a  protracted  tramp  in  search  of  game,  were  wont 
4o  make  a  decoction  of  Damiana,  and  this  they  drank  freely,  with  the  result 
that  on  the  morrow  they  were  ready  to  undertake  the  same  labours  with 
powers  renewed.  Indeed  to  this  day  the  country  people  in  Mexico  look  on

•action,  its  distinguishing  property,  is  the  effect  it  produces  as  a  permanent 
tonic  to  the  reproductive  system  of  both  sexes.

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XX.—  BOTANIC  OHAJLA.CTKX  OF  THS  DAM  IAN  A. 

The  Damiana  Plant  (Turner <x  Aphrodisiaca)  is  thus  described  by  Prof.  Lestev 
F.  Ward,  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington: — 

“  Calyx  tubular,  funnel  form,  the  lobes  shorter  than  the  tube.  Styles  three, 
distinct.  Stigmas  flabellate.  Stems  woody,  the  branches  reddish,  densely 
senescent  or  lanulose,  as  well  as  the  petioles  and  lower  portion  of  the  midrib. 
Leaves  obovate  to  oblanceolate,  six  to  nine  lines  long,  two  to  three  lines  wide, 
on  short  petioles,  strongly  crenate-dentate,  the  teeth  with  revolute  margins, 
prominently  veined  beneath,  nearly  glabrous  above,  glandular  below,  bearing 
fascicles  of  smaller  leaves  in  their  axils,  together  with  the  flowers.  Flow, ire 
•hort  pedicled  or  nearly  sessile,  axillary  or  petiolary,  i.  «.,  developed  either 
from  the  centre  of  axillary  fascicles  of  minute  leaves,  or  from  between  these 
and  the  base  of  the  petioles,  or,  in  some  cases,  from  the  petiole  itself  above  ite 
base ;  bibracteolate,  the  bracts  ovate,  long  acuminate,  ciliate.  Anthers  some¬ 
what  sagittate,  introrse,  the  cells  thin,  ovaries  dehiscent  from  the  apex  to  near 
the  base.  Seeds  large,  long  kidney-shaped  or  ourved,  grooved  lengthwise  and 
pitted ;  only  a  few  maturing,  the  rest  abortive  and  persistent.”

centres  very  much  in  the  same  manner  that  strychnia  does,  while  .however, 
devoid  of  poiconous  propei  ties,  it  excites  cell -nutrition,  and  enables  the  nerve¬

“  X’or  the  medulla  oblongata  and  the  medulla  spinalis,  he  continues,  it 
haw  &  special  affinity.  The  motor  nerves  seem  more  impressed  by  its  influence 
■Uajan  those  of  awmsation.  Henoe  I  inferred  that  it  would  prove  valuable  18
